WEEKLY REVIEW 


Government’s Decision to Dispose of Surplus Vegetables Re- 
moves This Uncertainty—Spot Holders Should Keep 
Off the Market and Permit the Government 
to Find Sales—The Market is 
Strong. 


One source of uncertainty has been permanently removed 
from the market this week, and it is easily the feature of re- 
cent happenings—and that is the disposal of the surplus canned 
vegetables held by the Government. Various quartermasters 
have from time to time threatened—not in the sense of a 
threat, but merely asserted—that they were ready to dispose 
of certain large amounts of canned foods; only later to be 
denied, with promises of the Government to hold all the goods. 
Then someone else would break out, and it seemed as long as 
the surplus was in existence, this fear was always creeping out. 
And it was a real fear, one that threw the market into a fit 
every time it appeared. Now that is all over, for the director 
of sales, Surplus Property Division, has written the Nationtl 
Canners’ Association definitely stating that the surplus peis, 
corn and tomatoes will be sold. And he has outlined how this 
will be done, as our readers will see in a copy of his letter, as 
published in our Editorial on page 44 of this issue. This ac- 
tion might have been surmised without all this waiting, since 
the Government has sent out advertisements asking for bids 
upon canned vegetables in large quantities at all depot head- 
quarters. The canners made a valiant effort to stop this action, 
on the basis that the Government had definitely promised to 
hold and use the goods, and should do as it promised. The 
Secretary of War, who took a hand in the matter, points out, 
however, that conditions have considerably changed since those 
promises were made, principally that the Army has been de- 
mobilized much more rapidly than was then intended, and this 
leaves no use for the goods. So at last we know definitely 
that the surplus goods will be sold. What that surplus 
amounts to is still food for speculation, and now that the Gov- 
ernment is turned seller, it is not going to divulge the amount, 
we may be sure. And by the same token if we had the figures 
in front of us, we would not use them, because we do not care 
to spend the summer at Atlanta or Leavenworth as Uncle 
Sam’s guest. 

However, if the Government will sell them as it proposes 
we do not believe it wil] affect the market at all, and particu- 
larly so if the holders of spot goods will keep off the market 
and let the Government get rid of the surplus. Of course, if 
the canners get stampeded and try to compete with the Govern- 
ment—try to sell their spots in competition with the Govern- 
ment offered goods, there is going to be trouble. The matter 
rests squarely with the canners. Spot holdings in canners’ 
hands are very small, and the Government’s holdings certainly 
do not equal a norma] carry over in any line. There is then 
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no real reason for alarm, and we trust the canners will be able 
to keep their heads. 

We may expect the spot market to quiet down consider- 
ably, but there should be no weakness, and will be none if 
goods are not forced upon the market. The canners are in fine 
position this season, to withstand this test, and if they will do, 
as they did once before, simply close their sales books and 
wait, it will all come around to them in short time. Of course, 
the buyers wil] use this to break the market, and we may ex- 
pect all manner and kinds of rumors of sales of spot goods at 
low prices. There are plenty of brokers who will father these 
stories, and unless holders are on their guard they will be 
caught by them. Just let the other fellow sell the goods at 
the low prices. Don’t worry, for you are not the one losing the 
money. Recently we saw this: “Your Competitor—Don’t 
worry too much about him. If he is misrepresenting goods— 
or lying about you or your store—the public will ‘get wise’ to 
him, all right. He is digging his own grave. If he is cutting 
prices below the safety point, and keeps it up—you soon won’t 
have him as a competitor.” 

The announcement of this decision of the Government 


came at a time when the market was strong in all lines. There © 


was not an article on the list which showed weakness, either 
in spots or futures. All prices were advancing, slowly but 
steadily, and had reached a point where it is today easily a 
seller’s market. Future contracts have been made at prices 
.which the buyers know to be right, and we believe they have 
been sold largely enough to make most canners easy in this 
matter. Some of the Government goods may be taken in by 
buyers instead of futures, but not a great many, because the 
buyers will have to lay out their money now, and then hold the 
goods utnil next fall, when delivery time comes. The buyer 
who is accustomed to covering his wants by future contracts 
has either done so or will do so direct from the canners. 

Price changes this week are very small, and nearly all 
markets report a growing feeling of strength. Many of the un- 
certainties about business are clearing up, and it is a fact hat 
the people are becoming more and more accustomed to the 
high prices, and are buying more freely. There is no infla- 
tion about canned foods prices today, and the markets will 
withstand the shock that is predicted upon the sale of these 
Government-owned goods. 

The week has seen good growing weather, and crops are 
making good progress. In almost every section the crops look 
well and are giving excellent promise. A continuation of this 
fine weather will help both corn and tomato crops, and peas 
in the great pea-growing regions are getting their first real 
weather. As the first of July approaches it is seen that acre- 
ages are improving in extent, and more and more canners are 
reporting their totals as more nearly normal. None of them 
are up to full acreage—or at least such a canner is an ex- 
ception, but there was a time when it looked as if the cut in 
acreage would be so severe as to be almost disastrous. That 
danger has been passed, fortunately, because a too greatly re- 
stricted output is almost as dertimental to the business as an 
oversupply. Even with good yields from the crops out there 
seems no way to overdo the pack this season, particularly if it 
is put up along Inspection lines. 

And incidentally that Inspection Plan is growing more 
rapidly than the crops. There are going to be some genuine 
surprises when this year’s packs come to be marketed next 
fall; because there are a lot of canners who are refusing to 
consider this proposition at this time, believing that their 
former reputation will carry them through, and in any event 
the amount of inspected goods will cut no figure. They stand 
to be keenly disappointed in both of these’ surmises. The 
more the jobbers consider this Inspection Plan the more heart- 
ily in favor of it they become, and the more determined to have 
only inspected goods. They are expecting to see the old can- 
ners, with long years of reputation behind them, in this Plan, 
and cannot understand why they are not. Their refusal to 
adopt inspection places them in the same position as the man 
of unimpeachable reputation who refuses to make an affidavit. 
It puzzles those who know him, because it seems to cast a re- 
flection on him. If the affidavit is true, there is no reason why 
he should not sign it; and if his goods will meet the demands 
of inspection, there is no reason why he should not adopt it. 
Whether they think this is the right position or not for the 
buyer to take, the fact remains the buyers are taking it. In-

CHARLEY SUYDAM IS DEAD. 


_ The industry learned with genuine regret of the death of 
this immensely popular man in every section of the industry. 
He died guddenly of heart-failure while in Minneapolis, on 
Tuesday, June 17th. and later his body was brought to his 
home in Evanston. Ill., from which the funeral was held on 


Thursday, June 19th. His remains were brought to Elizabeth, 
N, J., for cremation and burial. 


Wherever one went the first mention was invariably of 
his sudden death, only to be followed by personal expressions of 
th efine qualities of the man who endeared himself to al] who 
knew him. Not all men are so fortunate as to call forth such 
spontaneous bursts of real affection, as in this instance, and it 
might well be said that a man’s life is worth while when his 
fellow men gauge him so highly. 

The writer had a personal acquaintance with him of mare 
than a quarter century, and knew him as these men have de- 
scribed him. We might tell his history—how he began life 
with the earliest canning mackinery firms, with Colket & Col- 
bert, in Philadelphia, with Remington Machine Co., in Wil- 
mington, then with the Norton Tin Plate & Can Co., at Balti- 
more, later with the American Can Co., and finally with the 
Continental Can Co., until his end came; but all the industry 
knows this, for Charley Suydam grew up with the business and 
was a part of it. Men have stopped to write us their tributes 
of respect to him, for while the West has had him for the 
past several years, he began and lived long among the Eeastern 
canners, 


Mr. F. B. Greene, of Portland, Me., says it will take a 
gifted pen to do him scant justice, and well we realize it; but 
the industry will know something of his worth when it reads 
the tribute paid him by Mr. Thomas G. Cranwell, president of 
the Continental Can Company, Inc., with whom Suydam started 
his can carrier, and with whom he had been associated since 
the formation of that well-known can company. Mr. Cranwell 
says: 

“It was twenty-five years ago that I first knew 
Charley Suydam. He came with me when we started 
the old Norton Tin Plate & Can Company in Balti- 
more, and he has been as my right hand from that day 
to the end, which came so suddenly on June 17 in 
Minneapolis. 

“Never had man a more faithful, loyal, devoted 
friend, and business associate. 

“Gifted beyond my power of description with the 
qualities which make and hold friends, ever earnest 
and zealous in his loyalty to the interests which he 
represented, he had a keen sense of right and wrong 
and no matter what differences of opinion might 
arise, no one ever questioned Charley Suydam’s hon- 
esty, integrity. or sense of fairness. He was a born 
salesman in the highest and best meaning of the word. 
He not only made customers—he bound them to him 
closely with the ties of personal friendship which 
lasted throughout his life. He was the best tin can 
salesman that ever trod in shoe leather. 

“He had a wonderful personality. His presence 
seemed to literally fill the room. He was frank, open 
hearted, generous, kind and thoughtful. 

“Much of the credit of building up the great bus- 
iness of the Continental Can Company, Inc., is due to 
his wonderful qualities of mind and heart. 

“His family has lost a devoted husband and fa- 
ther, his business associates a loyal, indefatigable 
worker and a splendid adviser. His many friends a 
good comrade, and I a true friend and companion of 
all my business life. May God rest his soul.

Fine Growing Weather for Corn—Promise of Normal Pack— 
Spot Fancy Corn Getting Scarce—Futures Are Being 
Held More Firmly—Weather Against Lobster 
Packing—Closing Future Apples at 

High Prices—About Persons 
in Our Industry. 


Portland, Me., June 20, 1919. 

Weather—Continues good. On the coast people are in- 
clined to call the past week cold, evidently the iiterior, where 
corn is grown, is different, as in the many letters we receive 
from the corn section, every one says, in effect, ‘““Fine growing 
weather, all corn planted.” The stand is good and growing 
fast. If this continues the pack will be at least of normal 
size, and there is every indication that a good crop will be 
needed to care for the orders already taken. 

Maine Corn Sales—Have been good. It would be a difficult 
job to pick up any more fancy future at $1.60 or less. Weare 
doubly assured that all Maine corn buyers have not “‘got under 
cover yet.”” One packer when approached with a prospective 
sale said: ‘‘When corn reaches $1.75 come and talk with me. 
A price of $1.60 doesn’t interest me a little bit.” 

Spot Maine Corn—From second hands is held at $1.90 f. 
o, b. Portland. There is some inquiry, but the price appears to 
buyers as prohibitory. On the other hand, the owners are firm 
in their position. 

Lobster—Pack will be less than expected. ‘Crop hazard” 
figures adversely, in form of very bad weather. One packer 
has made no price as yet, and it is said that his price, when 
made, will be much higher than made by others and will be 
so quickly taken by S. A. P. contracts that he will have no 
more to offer. 


Sardines—Reports are told that quarter standard keyless 
oils have sold at $4.25, however, we can get no one to plead 
“guilty” on this count. If the market had any stable prices 
sardines would sell; but buyers are justified in being cautious. 
Reports are that large amounts are going to Rotterdam, on 
consignment, hoping for a demand when Germany signs the 
peace treaty. ‘Time will tell.” While fish have fallen in 
price, cotton seed oi] has been climbing the golden stairs. 
Packers here are too disgusted with conditions to properly 
enjoy religion. Some say openly ‘‘unless prices go up at least 
25 per cent we shall pack no standard sardines this year. 

No. 10 Future Apples—Contracts have been closed at 
$4.75, 12 cans in crates. This price would mean over $5.00 
if packed six cans in case. This price breaks all records for 
future apples sold as early as June. Packers are not falling 
over each other to get business at even the above price. The 
apple game is as exciting as craps. Spot apples can not be 
found at this end of the street. General business is good. 
Labor troubles in our city have ben adjusted by “giving the 
men all they ask for.” Boston reports a larger surplus of Jabor 
than other New England cities, but there is a surplus more 
or less all over the East. Shipbuilding is still going on at 
probably half its former amount. 

Personals—‘‘Our boys”’ are coming home from war. Capt. 


Edward Elwell, son of Dr. Walter Elwell, of Burnham, Morrell 
Co., has just arrived from France. 


Next week the 56th Pioneer Regiment, enlisted from 
Maine, many prominent Portland boys being members, is ex- 
pected home from over-seas. This regiment was mobilized in 
August, 1917, and at once started for service. 

Your Portland office has had many recent callers from up- 

- state packers. Among whom were O. E. Dingley, of E. S. 
Dingley Co., Farmington; C. T. Moses, of Northern Maine 
Packing Co., Corinna; James Eastman, of J. N. Eastman Co., 
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Casco; F. F. Noyes, of Waterville, Me.; J. W. Pratt, of Farm- 
ington, often called the “Apple King,” who appears to belong 
in the king-row, as he has the largest out-put of cut beans of 
any Maine packer. ‘‘Wesley’” does not need two heads to 
carry two crowns, one like his is enough. 


Mr. Noyes, of Noyes & Hall, represents the oldest bean- 
packers, formerly F. H. Haynes, of Dexter, Me. Their ‘“Sum- 


mit Brand” is probably the best known Maine cut bean label 
in New England. 


C. L. Baxter, of Portland Packing Co., has just returned 
from visiting their many lobster factories in the maritime 
provinces, which are too numerous to be counted on our fingers, 
even if ‘“‘we were twins.” 


H, L. Forham, of H. L. Forham Co., also is home from a 
similar tour, and reported from his Portland office as ‘“‘pres- 
ent” on June 16. 


Both these gentlemen report heavy gales of wind, causing 
much loss of gear and delaying the pack in such a way as to 
probably cause short deliveries. Lobsters will soon be eaten, 
as quoted by one of our best known New York buyers, “only by 
millionaire kids accompanied by a chorus girl, a hot bird and 
cold bottle.” We believe he did add to this combination of 
luxuries “Golden Bantam corn on the cob.” 


F, B. Milliken, one of our prominent brokers, is on a 
business trip to New York. 


T. H. Johnson, dean of Portland brokers, more polished 
and accomplished than the late Deacon Tilghman, of Chicago, 
was recently tendered a reception on his fiftieth wedding an- 


niversary. We hope he and his good wife may round out their 
diamond jubilee. 


John L. Baxter, son of H. C. Baxter and member of H. C. 
Baxter Bro., was united in ‘‘the holy bands” to Miss French, of 
a prominent Massachusetts family, last week. The wedding 
was an elaborate church affair, with 500 guests. Mr. Baxter 
is a Bowdoin College graduate, serving as a professor after 
graduation, until his country called him to service. Now again 
enlisted under another Gen. (F). 


The following from Dexter, Me., does not express Norman 
Fay’s prominence as a can and canning machinery manufac- 
turer. Long before the war he had been making thousands of 
canning machines for other owners. The war demand increased 
his business, especially in can-closing machines. His work was 
of the very best class. Mr. Fay was a poor boy who rose to 
prominence and fortune by his own efforts. He left one 
memorial, a gift of a $50,000 school building to the town of 
Dexter. 


Death of Norman H. Fay, of Governor’s Council. 


Dexter, Me., June 13.—Norman H. Fay, serving 
a second term as a member of the executive council of 
Governor Milliken, died today from heart disease. He 
had recently returned from Portland, where he re- 
ceived treatment at a hospital, and took part yester- 
day in the celebration for returned soldiers, at which 
Major General Edwards was present. 


Councilor Fay was born at Upton, Mass., 67 
years ago. He was a member of the firm of Fay & 
Scott, machinists, who filled large war contracts for 
canning machinery and windlasses.

THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 


Vigorous effort is being made by certain representatives 
in Congress to amend section 4 of the Act to Regulate Com- 
merce, to deprive the Interstate Commerce Commission of its 
discretionary powers in permitting departures from the long 
and short haul clause of the act. A strong lobby is behind 
this legislation in behalf of the so-called inter-mountain sec- 
tion of the country, and the river towns located on the Missis- 
sippi River. Shippers’ organizations are, on the other hand, 
vigorously opposing the amendment, as it would prevent in all 
eases the long line from maintaining equal rates with the 
short line between any two given points, and would otherwise 
cause a general disruption in the rate fabric in the entire 
country. Many of the rates from Baltimore to points in the 


southeast are constructed on what are known as 4th section 
departures. 


The writer represented Baltimore interests at a conference 
called by the Railroad Administration in Washington on June 
17th, to consider a proposed adjustment increasing rates from 
Eastern territory, including Baltimore, to and from the south- 
east and Mississippi Valley territories, via the all-rail routes, 
and developed during the conference that by reason of certain 
orders recently issued prescribing the relationship between 
the all-rail and the water-and-rai] rates from Baltimore to the 
southeast, that the adjustment proposed would ultimately re- 


flect similar increases in the water-and-rail rates to and from 
Baltimore to the southeast, thereby entirely disrupting the 
relationship which had for years existed in the water-and-rail 


rates from Baltimore and the rail rates from Louisville and 
Cincinnati. A vigorous protest was accordingly entered which 
was joined in by representatives from the various Southern 
States affected. Baltimore was the only Eastern city repre- 
sented at the conference, although the proposed increases will 
affect the entire Eastern territory.

Buyers Are Planning Their Summer Vacations—Busi in 
Canned Foods Will Be Quiet Until August 15— 
Canned Corn Well Sold Up—Pork and 
Beans Gravitating to Usual 
Channels. 


Reported by Telegram 


Chicago, June 20, 1919. 
Hot Weather—The “good old summer time’”’ is here and it 
has apparently come to stay. Buyers are planning their vaca- 
tions, and some are away on their annual two weeks’ rest. The 
lure of the lakes and the bass and pickerel and trout ig pull- 
ing them away from their desks, and others are frequenting 


the golf grounds mornings and evenings. Well! Why 
shouldn’t they? A buyer’s position is one of the most exact- 
ing, nerve-wearing and soul-wearying jobs I know of. To sit 
at a desk all day long from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M. listening to 


the stories of a line of brokers and salesmen which sometimes 
seems to be endless, each of whom persistently pushes upon 
you the purchasing of something you usually do not need, and 
trying to treat each one kindly and decently and make him 
feel almost as good as if he had made a sale, is one of those 
jobs that no one need be envious about. Then the buyer is 
usually held accountable for the success of his department and 
the sales of the goods he buys. The buyer’s path is not strewn 
with roses or very thickly strewn with shekels. Let the buyer 
have his vacation and welcome, for he has earned it. 

An Inter-regnum—From now until August 15th the bus- 
iness in canned foods will be very quiet, if usual conditions pre- 
vail, as it is the time of year when busy buyers and busy brok- 
ers go away and forget their cares and troubles. It is their 
play time. However, if speculation should begin and there is 
much of it now in the atmosphere, they will come hurrying 
back to their desks to partisipate in the activity of the market, 
and let vacation take care of itself another time. 


Canned Corn—The canners of this article are all pretty 
well sold up as to their probable output, but the price has 
been an inducement to secure as much acreage as possible, 
and it is quite likely that there will be some canned corn to 


sell after all the futures are provided for. There is no spot 
business, because there is no spot corn except a few thousand 
cases of Maine corn, which the buyers hold at $2.00 Chicago, 
and it is not moving. 


Futures are not being offered except from Ohio, and the 
price there is beyond the views of the buyers, as follows: No. 2 
standard Ohio corn, f. o. b. cannery, $1.30; No. 2 extra stand- 
ard Ohio corn, f. o. b. cannery, $1.40; No. 2 fancy Ohio corn, 
f. o. b. cannery, $1.50. I understand that these prices are 
being paid, 

Canned Tomatoes—Sales of No. 2 full standard were made 
this week at $1.10, f. o. b. Pennsylvania and Maryland can- 
neries, but that price was said to be special, the market being 
really $1.12% to $1.15, f. o. b. Eastern canneries. 

California is urging purchasers to place orders, brokers 


holding that prices of canned tomatoes in that State will 
soon go higher, 


Indiana canners do not seem to be offering their product 
except in a very restricted way and at high prices. 
Michigan reports go to show that they will have a good 


tomato crop, but the canners of that State have sold almost 
up to their probable production. 


Canned Peas—tThe interest of buyers and canners is now 
centered on the late or sweet peas, and canners are beginning 
to offer choice lots by sample, through their brokers. Prices 
asked are irregular and seem to be whatever the canner thinks 
he can possibly get regardless of a general market price. 
Buyers are considering all offerings judiciously and are not at 
all excited about not being able to get all the canned peas they 
will need. The demand seems to center around fancy twos 
and three. Alaska and fancy fours and five sweet, with a 
little inquiry for fours Alaska. 


Pork and Beans—tThe supply of this article of canned food 
is gravitating back into regular channels. During several years 
past enormous army contracts for canned pork and beans, set a 
hundred or more canneries to working on them, but most of 
them dropped the article as soon as the armistice was de- 
clared. The production is now returned to the hands of those 
cannergs who regularly supplied the market previous to the 
war with Germany. 


California Sardines—A most worthy substitue has at last 
been found for the French sardines. California is now pack- 
ing sardines in 1s oval cans in tomato sauce, mustard and in 
olive oil, which are most delicious and not dear. These Cali- 
fornia sardines are of the same genus and species of fish from 
which French sardines are prepared, and have already at- 
tained a large sale in Chicago. 

California Canners Not Consistent—I was talking to a 
housewife a few days ago who does her own cooking, and she 
said: “If those canners of California sardines and tuna fish 
knew what a selling handicap they could relieve their goods 
from, they would use only cans with keys, for if there is one 


thing a woman is awkward with and afraid of it is the mis- 
erable can openers which inventors have supplied the world 
with. They are bard to manipulate and easy to cut oneself 


with. They seem to prefer to cut one’s hand rather than to cut 
the can. 


“All French, Italian and Belgian canners pack sardines, 
tuna fish and other canned foods in key-opener cans, and Cali- 
fornia canners shauld be equally as enterprising.” 


Canned Salmon—It would seem that salmon canners are 
pretty well sold up on futures, and there must have been an 
enormous purchasing for export, as Alaska canners are with- 
drawing their prices on spot salmon and withdrawing all 
future offerings. A very small run of sockeye salmon is anti- 
pated this year, and the market seems to be very strong and 
to some extent in the hands of speculators and exporters. 


News Items—lI regret to anounce the death of J. Herbert 
Thorne, of Chicago, for about 25 years connected with John 
H. Leslie & Co. He was well known and well liked by every 
Chicago buyer and broker, and had followed the fortunes and 
progress of John H. Leslie & Co, from the time when they 
were small dealers to their present position, which is that of 
one of the strongest and ablest firms in the canned foods and 
dried fruit line in the world. Mr. Thorne gave all the best 
effort and years of his life to the service of that firm. 


He was an unassuming, modest gentleman of refinement 
and kindly courtesy, whose word was regarded with absolute 
confidence and deservedly so. He was patient, cheerful and 
had in him a sunny streak of decent humor and good nature, 
which made him everybody’s friend. and he held his friends 
and customers by giving to them faithful and reliable service. 
Chicago buyers and brokers and a host of friends will miss 
him, because he was a thoroughbred as we Kentuckians say, 
and they are growing rare. 

The head of the house of John A. Tolman & Co., Mr. S. A. 
Tolman, is dead. He was about 80 years of age. He was a 
very rich man, and, on account of his strict absorption in his 
own affairs, had but few friends. He remained active in 
the business almost until the day of his death.

Opening Prices Expected Soon—Buyers Offering Premiums— 
New Records in Raw Fruit Prices—Tomatoes Ad- 
vance—Pea Pack Not in Excess of Last 
Season—Market Bare of Pine- 
apple—Coast Notes. 


Reporied by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, June 20, 1919. 

Opening Prices Soon—Packing costs are rapidly getting 
down to a basis where they can be accurately figured for the 
season and opening prices on the general line of California 
fruits may be expected shortly. The packing of cherries is 
now in full swing. apricots are being handled in the -interior 
and other fruits will be ready within a short time. The esti- 
mated pack has been disposed of and buyers are so anxious to 
secure goods that they are offering premiums for contracts 
ranging from 10 to 20 per cent, according to varieties. Ex- 
tremely high prices are anticipated and it is expected that a 
large part of the pack will find its way to foreign markets, 
the domestic trade being unable to absorb it at the prices that 
must be named. The California Packing Corporation has is- 
sued a report on the prevailing prices of canning stock which 
will illustrate the need for the naming of high rates. This 
report is in the form of a comparative list of average prces 
for the seasons of 1918 and 1919, and is as follows: 


1918 1919 
Apricots (Northern) ........ $65.00 $100 to $110 
Yellow Free Peaches......... 37.50 45 to 60 
Yellow Cling Peaches..... 50.00 85 to 110 
Royal Anne Cherries.......... 155.00 240 


Tomatoes—Both spot and future tomatoes have advanced 
in price during the past week and are now being firmly held 
at $1.30 for No. 2% standards. The Californa Packing Cor- 
poration, which caused considerable excitement by naming an 
opening price of $1.10 on this grade, has booked all the busi- 
ness it desires for the present and has withdrawn from the 
market, with the result that other packers have gradually ad- 
vanced their price until a gain of 20 cents a dozen has been 
registered. The acreage devoted to tomatoes has been re- 


duced materially this season, but will still be above the aver- 
age of normal years. 


Peas-—The packing of peas is in full swing in the Oakdale 
district, and the crop there will be a very heavy one, although 
the output for the State will probably not be greater than last 
year. Some concerns are anouncing short deliveries on all 
grades, these ranging from 20 to 85 per cent. Very few, if 
any, will be packed in the No. 10 size. 

Fruits—The local market is practically bare of sliced 
pineapple and even grated is in light supply. Receipts from 
the islands will be light for a time, and new stocks are in 
great demand at large premiums on opening prices. 

The peach growers of Sutter and Yuba counties have 
reached an agreement with canners whereby they will be paid 
$45 a ton for cling peaches under contract. Most of the con- 
tracts call for a payment of $25 a ton, but these were first re- 
vised to $35 and now to $45. Even at this figure growers will 
receive but little more than one-half the amount expected by 
some independent growers, but this experience is not shaking 
their confidence in the long-term contract plan. 

Coast Notes—The disquieting news has been received from 
the salmon packing districts of Alaska, particularly from the 
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Bristol Bay section, that influenza is raging and that operations 
at the canneries are being interfered with. Government ves- 
sels have left the port of San Francisco with nurses and medi- 


cal supplies and every effort is being made to stamp out the 


epidemic. 

Attorneys representing the Dunkley Company, of Chicago, 
and the Pasadena Canning Company, of California, recently 
argued the patent infringement case before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at San Francisco, Francis J. Heney 
coming from the East to represent the California canners. This 
suit, which has been aired in one form or another in the Cali- 
fornia courts during the past few years, hinges on a patented 
process for peeling fruit by means of machines using lye. The 
California: canners, through the Pasadena Canning Company, 
deny infringement of patent, contending that the lye process 
has been in use since 1902, whereas the Dunkley patent was 
not secured until 1914. Should the suit be won by the Dunk- 
ley Company, it is estimated that it would be entitled to dam- 
ages approximating $5,000,000, in addition to being entitled to 
future royalties that would reach huge sums. 


The main buildings of the Chilkot cannery of the Alaska- 
Pacific Fisheries Company, near Skagway, Alaska, were de- 
stroyed by fire on June 8th, with an estimated loss of $350,00. 


The Placentia Canning Company is preparing to remove 
its packing plant from Los Angeles to Placentia, Cal., and will 
remodel a building for its needs. 


The Pratt-Lowe Canning Company, of Santa Clara, Cal., 
has purchased two blocks of land at Redwood City, Cal., and 
will erect a packing plant, the initia] unit to cost $25,000. 

The California Olive Association has chosen officers for 
the ensuing year as follows: President, Frank Simonds, of the 
Los Angeles Olive Growers’ Association; vice president, L. H. 
Eastin, of the Roeding Fig & Olive Co., Fresno, and secretary- 
treasurer, H. A. Barrclough, of Ackerman & Tuffley. 

Henri Bernier, formerly manager of the Sunical Packing 
Company, Oroville, Cal., has been appointed assistant to the 
general manager of the California Packing Corporation. Con- 


_ Siderable of his time will be spent at the various plants of the 


company. 

Samuel F. Haserot, president of the Haserot Canneries, of 
Cleveland, O., and former president of the National Canners’ 
Association, arrived in San Francisco recently-on his way home 
from Hawaii, where he was looking after pineapple interests. 
With Charles H. Bentley, of the California Packing Corpora- 
tion, he is a member of the foreign trade relations committee 
of the national organization. He declares that one of the cry- 
ing needs of the present is a system of more elastic reciprocity 
treaties and more vessels for the Pacific. 

Eugene M. O’Neill, of San Francisco, has been appointed 
selling agent in this market for the San Jose Canning Com- 
pany, of San Jose, Cal. 

The Richmond-Chase Co., of San Jose, Cal., has moved to 
new offices at Santa Clara and Lighson streets. 

Ray Durney, son of Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney 
Co., San Francisco, has returned from France, where he served 
as a member of the Fordham ambulance unit. 

Walter Hardy, representing a large English jam-making 
concern, has been touring the fruit districts of California with 
a view of making purchases of apricot pulp to be shipped to 
England.

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SENDS CANNING EXPERTS TO INSTRUCT FRENCH 
TEACHERS 


Agricultural Department Lends Workers to Demonstrate Amer- 


ican Food Conservation—Oo-operates with American 
Commission and French Ministry of Agricul 
ture—Practically All French Can- 
ning Done in Factories. 


When the Rochambeau steamed out of New York harbor 
May 24, bound for France, it had on board four canning and 
drying missionaries to the French. They are missionaries in that 
they will carry the message of home preservation of food to a 
country which now does practically no canning at home. There 
it is a job for factories. 

It is a cooperative enterprise, the parties to it being the Amer- 
ican Commission for Devastated France, the French Ministry of 
Agriculture, and the United States Department of Agriculture. 


The party was made up following a cabled request from the 
French Minister of Agriculture, through the French High Com- 
mission, to Secretary of Agriculture Houston, requesting the loan 
of some home-demonstration workers who were experts in can- 
ning. Two home-demonstration agents in the French regions of 
Louisiana were selected for the job. They were notified May 17 
and started for Washington, May 19 They are Miss Erin Dore, 
of Crowley, Acadia Parish, and Miss Caroline A. Boudreaux, of 
Scott, Lafayette Parish. With them goes Mrs. Bernice Carter 
Davis, formerly state home-demonstration agent for Texas, and 
Dr. Frants P. Lund, canning and drying expert of the Office of 
Extension Work South, Department of Agriculture. 


Little Home Canning in France. 


But the real beginning of the project is a long way back 
of the cablegram from the French Minister of Agriculture to the 
American Secretary of Agriculture. Mrs. Bernice Carter Davis, 
one of the membes of the party of four, was in France last fall 
for the American Commission for Devastated France. She dis- 
covered that practically all canned products are put up in com- 
mercial canneries. She found that the Ministry of Agriculture 


was interested in the home-demonstration work done in the United 
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States by the Department of Agriculture and state colleges. She 
talked home canning with officials of the ministry. Then she came 


home and talked it with the American Commission for Devastatel 
France. 


The commission then made the offer to the French Govern- 
ment to finance the project of sending a party of canning experts 
to France, the French Government to arrange itineraries and all 
details of that kind and the United States Department of Agri- 
culture to lend the workers 


The party left Washington with a full canning equipment— 
numerous full sets of equipment, in fact. There was taken, also, 
some canning exhibits, a number of reels of motion pictures of 
eanning work in the South, and everything necessary for a com- 
plete course of instruction in canning vegetables, fruits, and meats 
in the home. A number of American manufacturers made contri- 
butions of both tin cans and glass jars and of various kinds of 
equipment. The Department of Agriculture has prepared the 
material for a bulletin on canning, to be issued by the French 
Government. 


These four American experts are not undertaking to teach 
canning directly to the housewives of France. When they arrive 
the ministry of agriculture will have assembled, probably in Paris, 
the domestic-science teachers from the agricultural schools of the 
various departments of France. The four experts from the United 
States Department of Agriculture will constitute the faculty of a 
school of home canning, the student body being the domestic- 
science teachers of the French agricultural schools. 

After that a tour of France will be made, the itinerary cover- 
ing the institutions at which are stationed the domestic-science 
teachers who were students in the initial school. A three days’ 
canning demonstration will be held at each of these agricultural 
schools, which are described as intermediate between state colleges 
of agriculture and agricultural high schools in the United States. 

It is expected-that between four and five months will be re- 
quired for the work: The anticipated result is the training of a 
corps of French teachers for home instruction in canning. Inci- 
dentally, some results beneficial to the United States will be ac- 
complished. With the development of home canning in France 
there will be a demand for American-made cans and jars and 
canning equipment. As-yet France has done little toward quan- 
tity production of cans and canning equipment. Tin cans are 
still made, mostly by hand, slowly and in small quantities.

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REVIEW OF THE BRITISH TIN-PLATE INDUSTRY. 


In a review of the British tin-plave trade, the Statist for. 


April 19 says that the position in the tin-plate industry, as in 
all sections of the iron and steel trade, is one of great uncer- 
tainty. The chief raw material of the vin-plate maker is steel 
bars, and the Government subsidies hitherto granted in connec- 
tion with the manufacture of iron and steel, including those on 
iron ore, coke, and pig iron, were to be withdrawn at the end 
of April. The Stavist continues: 

“‘A substantia] increase in the price of pig iron, and accord- 
ingly of steel, seems inevitable. The recent action of the Cleve- 
land ironmasters in arranging a list of minimum prices for the 
various qualities of iron, which shows a general advance of about 
45 per cent on current quotations, and which is to become effec- 
tive av’ the end of the month, clearly points in this direction. 

“Those interested in the tin-plate trade speculate freely as to 


future quotations for their raw material, but speculation is at the- 


moment rather unprofivable. The tin-plate trade is curiously 
tripartite. The center of production is in South Wales, the 
market in London, and the ports of shipment in South Wales, 
Liverpool, and London. Liverpool’s position was at one time 
much stronger than it is voday, owing to the excellence of its 
communications with North America. 


American Tinplate Replaces British Product in Foreign 
Markets. 


“During the war the tin-plate industry was subject to control 
in regard both to raw material and to prices. The output was 
for a long period considerably below one-half of vhe peace figure, 
but in 1917 a further ration of steel was granted, bringing the 
production up to one-half of the pre-war amount. The export 
trade naturally suffered and the industry being more concerned 
with it than with the home vrade, was seriously affected. The 
quantity of tin-plate, including tinned sheets, sent abroad fell 


from 494,497 tons in 1913 to 223,509 tons in 1918, a decline of 
55 per cent or more than equivalent to the forced reducvion in 
output. In the same period our exports to the United States 
have fallen from 21,516 tons to nil, while exports from the United 
Staves have risen from 57,812 tons to over 200,000 tons. While 
we had other cares beyond business, the Americans succeeded in 
slipping into our markets abroad, and with the prospect of in- 
creased prices ahead, it will be difficult to dislodge her. Our 
home consumption of plates before the war was about 170,000 
tons, and our exports 2% times this figure. Hence, it is vival 
for the industry to recover its grip on foreign markets. The 
capital concerned in it, apart from the steel mills which supply 
the plates, has been estimated at £6,000,000, and vhe number of 
employees in normal times may be put at 27,000. The manu- 
facture is carried on in practically all the industrial towns of 
the South Wales coal field, and the making of the tinned sheets, 
which are heavier than the plates, is identified mainly with Staf- 
ford and wivh London. The interests concerned in the mainte 
nance of the industry are, accordingly, very numerous, but the 
future holds difficulties which will test to the utmost the resources 
and the skill of our merchants and manufacturers. While our 
production has been diminished, that of the Unived States has 
increased, and in 1917 it amounted to nearly 1%4 million tons, a 
figure far in excess even of our normal output. The increased 


American surplus over home requirements has been sent into 
markets such as Scandinavia, the Netherlands, India, China, Japan, 
and South America, which formerly drew their supplies almost 
wholly from us. Just av present the Americans are even threaten- 
ing our home market. In Liverpool an offer of 10,000 boxes of 
a standard size plate (28 by 20 inches) was recently made at 
a price which, on the low rate of exchange of $4.60, worked out 
at 66s. 9d. per box e. i. f. Liverpool. For a similar plate our 
controlled price and transit charges would amount to 71s. per box 
f. o. b. Liverpool

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“As regards foreign markets, Liverpool and other exporvers 
find tha’ in many cases the Americans can undersell them by 
2s. a box. 
the price of tin-plates by 2s. 144d. a box at the end of the month, 
and this intention, if carried out, will entail an addition to our 
already serious handicap. Even now quovations are over 244 times 
the pre-war standard. The price of tin-plate for export may not, 
however, go beyond its present figure. On account of the sub- 
sidies given to manufacturers the Government insisted on a re- 
bate of the amount to vhem in respect of such material as was 
exported. There were thus two prices—one for home and one for 
export, the latter being higher by the amount of the subsidy. 
The increase in prices decided upon by the Cleveland ironmasters, 
as mentioned above, was equivalent to the subsidy, and vhis brings 
the prices for home trade up to the level already ruling for ex- 
port. In other branches of the iron and steel business, as well 
as the tin-plate trade, a similar leveling-up of prices to the present 
export figure mighv naturally be expected; but it would be unfair, 
as well as unwise, if the tin-plate makers decided on an advance 
beyond that warranted by the circumstances.” 


Hoarding of Subsidized Material Forbidden, 


In its issue of April 26 the Statist states that owing to the 
Government subsidy prices in the iron and steel trade have been 
kept below actual cost, and the announcement of the approaching 
withdrawal of all governmental assistance, naturally made manu- 
facturers and merchants eager to avail of it during the further 
short period of its currency. The bording of subsidized material 
was, however, forbidden by the Minisvry of Munitions, and all 
possibility of profiteering from the general adjustment of prices 
at the end of the month was thus checked. Steel bars for tin- 
plate making could not, for example, be purchased at subsidized 
prices to-make provision for the period when the full cost of pro- 
ducvion should be borne by manufactures. Any rise in the price

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It is rumored that home makers intend to advance 


of steel bars will fall heaviest on mills which do not produce 
their own steel. Being dependent for their supplies on outside 
sources, they are necessarily at the mercy of the steel market. 
The Statist further says: 


“Most of the firms engaged in vin-plate making are privately 
owned, and thus it is impossible to decide what variations occur 
in their profits according as they are self-sufficing.or not in the 
matter of steel. In recent years there has been a marked ten- 
dency toward amalgamation and absorption, and this has been 
combined with the adoption of the limited-liability principle. The 
leading firm in the trade now controls over 84 mills. A tin-plate- 
making plant usually consists of a number of mills, as the proc- 
esses vhrough which the steel is put are numerous and require 


some time for their completion. The steel bars are first cut up 
into the required lengths and rolled out flat. They are then in 
the form of plates, and when pickled in acid are placed in an- 
nealing pots. Subsequently they are shorn and cold rolled. Cold 
rolling has been brought to such perfection vhat the plates emerge 
with a fine glossy surface. Such a surface is sought after by 
makers, because when put into the tin baths these plates take 
up very little tin. Formerly, when the rolling was less perfect and 
the surface of vhe plates uneven and porous, much more tin was 
required in the final stage. 


“The chief form of organization on the manufacturing side 
is still the private company, and it is freely stated that these 
companies make large profits from a limited trade at high prices. 
If the asservion is true, it would seem bad policy to sacrifice the 
chances of expansion, and by restricting sales to encourage com- 
petition, and to place the prosperity of the industry on a small 
and necessarily insecure foundation. It is probable, however, 
that if tin-plate making offered profits much beyond those obtain- 
able in ovher industries, money would freely flow into it, and thus 
reduce the earnings of capital to a level more commensurate with 
ordinary business undertakings. Moreover, prices have for some

time been controlled, and recent quotations of 32s. 6d. and 33s. 
10%4d. per basis box do not appear excessive in view of the high 
costs of material and labor, and the difficulty of securing both. 
The limitation of producvion has had a natural tendency to force 
up prices, and, accordingly, to discourage exports. The supply 
of steel bars was rationed, and the output was for a long period 
during the war below one-half of the normal figure. In 1917 and 
1918 it showed some improvement, but at the commencement of 
this year only about 60 per cent of vhe mills were working. De- 
mobilization has to a large extent solved the labor difficulty, and 
the cessation of the Government demand for steel has made raw 
material more plentiful. It may be estimated thav 75 per cent of 
the tin-plate mills are now working. ‘The-increased production, 
bringing supply more into relation with demand, will tend toward 
lower prices, but the ruling factor in the tin-plave market will 
undoubtedly be the quotation for tin-plate bars. 


Decrease in: Price of Tin—Sources of Ore. 


“The future course of prices will also be influenced by the 
value of tin. In common with the other leading metals, tin has 
fallen heavily since the armisvice. During the first quarter of 
the current year it behaved erratically, but the downward tendency 
continued. From a maximum of £257 per ton in January fine 
foreign tin fell to a minimum of £203 in February and at the 
end of March closed at £234. During this period the price of com- 
mon plates (IC, cokes, f. o. b. Welsh ports) rose by 1s. 6d. per 
box, and accordingly the quotations for tin cannov be regarded as 
being a decisive factor in the tin-plate market. The tin coating is, 
however, essential, as it prevents the steel plates from rusting, 
and also protects vhem from the corrosive action of oils, and 
of acids set up in food and other contained substances during 
storage. Moreover, the tin does not impart a taint as an un- 
coated plate would. The amount of tin required in the manufac- 
ture of individual tin-plaves is now limited on account of the 
great improvement in methods of cold rolling, but these plates 
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fill an increasing number of wants, and accordingly the demand 


_ for tin has not slackened. In the pre-war period our exports of 


tin-plate contained on an average about 17,009 tons of tin, and 
Vhough tin is extensively used in the manufacture of white metal 
and various alloys, its principal use is still in the tin-plate trade. 
“The production from native British ores has diminished con- 
siderably over half a century, and the deficiency has been made 
up by importation. In 1913 about four-fifths of the ore treated 
in our works came from abroad, and unless new ground 
is opened up, or fresh economics effected in producvion, we are 
likely to draw a continually decreasing portion of our supplies 
from the mines of Cornwall and Devon. Our smelters will become 
more dependent on stanniferous ores from abroad, but fortunately 
a large proportion of these deposits occurs within the Empire, 
and the Federated Malay States lead vhe world as producers of 
tin. Most of our tin ore comes, however, from Bolivia, though, 
since the outbreak of war, Chile has for political and commercial 
reasons come to be our principal supplier. The United States in 
recent years has been competing with us for South American sup- 
plies, but at present the smelters in the United Kingdom have 
fairly adequate stocks of ore concentrates, and further supplies 
are afloat. Our favorable position is due largely to the operation 
of the United States embargo on the imports of Bolivian tin ores. 
It is anticipaved that the embargo will be lifted at the end of next 
month, and that competition will be resumed. The embargo also 
affected other sources of tin supply, and there are strong rumors 
of great purchasing activity on behalf of American interests in 
the Far East. With free imporvation into the United States the 
price of tin will become steadier. For some time prior to the 


war it had been rising, and it is still substantially in excess of 
the 1913 figure. Tin-plate makers are interested in its speedy 
reduction, but vheir wish is not likely to be realized until ample 
cargo space becomes available and a reduction takes place in 


freights, accompanied by the disappearance of the burden of war 
risk insurance.”

Resales for Export Show Advances of From 10 to 15 Per Cent— 
Buyers More Anxious for Goods—Fruits Continue to 
Advance—But Little Change in Tomatoes—Corn 
Shows Added Strength—Peas Slightly 
Easier—Buyers for Berries More 
Numerous than Sellers. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


New York, June 20, 1919. 

The Situation—Conditions do not appear to be materially 
different from those exported last week. Many resales are in 
progress and the prices in all instances have advanced from 
10 to 15 per cent over the opening figures. Buyers appear to 
be somewhat more anxious about getting supplies, and this 
seems to hold prices high and firm, with sharp upward tendency 
in some cases. In nearly all articles the market is improving, 
the advance in prices showing a good deal of change in interest 
and disposition on the part of buyers to make themselves com- 
fortable before supplies are entirely exhausted. As a whole, 
the market is good for the season, and the disposition seems 
to be to keep it moderately lively a good share of the time 
now. The periods of dullness seem to have passed. In the 
‘ease of fruits it is difficult to get what is wanted, and every- 
thing is high and going up still more in the near future, as the 
available supplies are absorbed. Retailers are showing some 
interest and jobbers are buying some, though they appear to 
hesitate about investing very heavily in anything outside of the 
most wanted articles. Many authorities are of the opinion that 
perhaps the worst is over and that in the near future the re- 
adjustment will be virtually over.

THE CANNING TRADE. 


Tomatoes—Not much change in the tomato situation. 
Buyers show a moderate interest only and take only small lots. 
Meanwhile holders are firm in their views and insist upon full 
prices, with the result that not much that is new develops from 
day to day. Full standard Maryland No. 3s are quoted at 
$1.75, but movement is rather light. No. 2s are $1.25. No. 
10s have been withdrawn by some large interests, and quo- 
tations are only from second hands. Others have a few for 
which they are asking $6.00 or thereabouts. Futures are held 
at about these prices, but business is light. California No. 
2%s are held at $1.30, and No, 10s at $5.00a5.50, without 
much movement. Crop conditions have improved during the 
week, all reports showing that the growing plants are doing 
well, 

Corn—While the market is quiet and the general situation 
seems to be unchanged Western pack is higher, with Ohio pack- 
ers asking $1.40 for the same goods they withdrew at the open- 
ing price of $1.25. One offer from a Wisconsin packer was 
made at $1.35. Not much is heard about supplies of Maine 
pack. The market is sold out clean according to reports. New 
York still will have a smaller pack, its acreage being consider- 
ably reduced:as compared with last year. Southern pack has 
been inactive in this market this week, and interest has been 
lacking. Old stock on hand is too limited to cut much figure 
and holders are asking full prices for all available supplies. 

Peas—Early June, Delaware pack are quoted as high as 
$1.40, but movement is rather light. Small lots of Wisconsin 
pack ‘have been offered recently at prices which seem to favor 
the buyer. Extra standard Alaska No. 2s, $1.70; No. 3s, 
$1.50; standard No. 3s, $1.35; fancy No. 4s, $1.50; extra 
standard No. 4s, $1.50; sweets, fancy, No. 4s, $1.60; fancy No. 
5s, $1.50; extra standard No. 5s, $1.35. New York buyers are 
not especially interested in small lots and these offerings are 
going slow. Hot, dry weather is reported endangering the 
crop in Maryland, Delaware and Wisconsin. It is causing too

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early ripening, with a too large production of large hard peas. 
Nothing new comes from other growing sections. Operators 


before they make many further commitments. 


Spinach—The market is inactive but prices are held at 
present range of quotations. The great growth in consumption 
makes it practically certain that the pack will be absorbed 
without difficulty. 

Fruits—Extraordinary demand from Europe continues, 
and all holders are firm in their prices. Prices are on the 
upswing rather than otherwise, and general conditions point to 
a still further advance on the most wanted varieties, such as 
apricots and peaches. On the spot all varieties and goods are 
quiet. Moving being limited to actual requirements. What 
the output will be or even what the crop will be are matters of 
speculation. No one can say definitely and no one is attempt- 
ing to say definitely. But all agree that the pack will con- 
sume all the crop of different varieties available. 


Apples—Increasing demand for export and other purposes 
has forced up prices to $6.00, both Pennsylvania and Maine 
No. 10s and $6.25 for New York pack. Some authorities say 
that holdings are about cleaned up, and expect further ad- 
vances in the future. Not much buying for future delivery is 
reported, purchasers showing a good deal of caution in such 
operations. 

Apricots—Export demand continues heavy and some de- 
mand for domestic distribution is reported. No. 2% standards 
are held up to $4.00, with extras at $4.50 and No. 10s at 
$9.50. 

Peaches—The situation remains about as it has been, with 
supplies short and prices high. Yellow free standard No. 2%s 
are quoted at $3.20. Extra No. 2%s are held at $4.50, and 
No. 10s at $9.50. Maryland pack, unpeeled No, 10s, are held 
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are a shade cautious about buying, preferring to wait a little 


at $6.25, with supplies very small. Crop damage reports in- 
dicate reduced production in the Eastern district, but every 
peach available will be put into cans ths year. 


Berries—Small supplies of various sorts are available. 
Buyers are more numerous than sellers, but some who have 
been wanting stock have been able to pick up small lots recent- 
ly. A few No. 10 Maine blueberries are available at $14.50. 
Standard No. 2% raspberries are quoted at $3.30, extra stand- 
ard No. 24s are held at $3.50, while extra No. 2s are firm at - 
$3.65. Extra standard No. 2s are held at $4.50. No. 10s are 
firm at $15.00. A few No, 2 strawberries in heavy syrup are 
offered at $5.00. All these supplies are small and the situa- 
tion promises nothing better in the near future. Reports con- 
cerning this season’s strawberries are not reassuring. The 
output promises to be somewhat reduced. 

Salmon—Whether or not the salmon held by the Gov- 
ernment is to be considered a surplus and whether it is to be 
or has been turned back to the packers as a part of the ad- 
justment offered by the Government are subjects of importance 
here. But as near as can be learned definite information is 
lacking upon these points and pending the complete announce- 
ment little but speculation is indulged. Actual business is 
light, but what is done seems to be at full prices. After some 
uncertainty spot salmon seems to have settled down to a steady 
price of $2.50 for Alaska red and $1.80 for pinks. Fluctua- 
tions either way are small, and through most of this week the 
situation has not changed at all. Buyers are not operating 
very freely, but what they do take is at these full prices. While 
consumers are getting used to high prices and are taking rath- 
er more, the fact remains that consumption is much restricted 
by the high quotations. Export demand seems to be quiet for 
the time, though inquiry is always in progress. If Govern- 
ment salmon is turned back to packers they will have consid-

BUENOS AIRES TRADEMARK CONVENTION 
MEMORANDUM. 


Mr. Albert E. Parker Supplies a Statement Which Has Been 
Approved by Dr. Irizar, Director of the Trademark 
Bureau in Havana, Regarding the Treaty. 


Mr. Albert E. Parker, a member of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation’s Committee on the Protection of Industrial Property of 
New York, has furnished a statement of the Buenos Aires 
Trademark Convention and the benefit to be derived from filing 
applications thereunder on behalf of United States citizens. 

The Merchants’ Association took a leading part in fram- 


ing the Trademark Convention, which was adopted at Buenos 
Aires. 


Approved by Dr. Irizar. 


The statement supplied by Mr. Parker has been approved 
by Dr. Mario Diaz Irizar, who is in charge of the International 
Trademarks Office at Havana, Cuba, which takes care of the 
business for the Northern Group of Latin American countries. 

The memorandum reads as follows: 

“The misconceptions which have arisen in regard to the 
operation of the Buenos Aires Trademark Convention lead us 
to believe that the answers to the questions asked below, which 
have been given after considerable study of the subject, will be 
of value to patent practitioners at this time, in view of mis- 
statements appearing in the public press. 


_ 1, What countries in the Northern Group will — 
be embraced by Pan-American registration when it 
comes into operation? 

“United States, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, 
Guatamela, Haiti, Honduras, Nicaragua and Panama, Mexico 
and Salvador are not included.

“This can only be answered having in view the following 
facts: 

“In the U. S. Patent Office Gazette, Vol. 258, of January 
21, 1919, published February 15, 1919, page 644, will be found 
the proposed regulations of the International Office at Havana, 
Decree No. 1948. 

“Under Article XV of the Union, these regulations must 
be approved by all the signatory States before they can come 
into operation. They have not, so far as it is known at this 
time, been approved by any country other than Cuba and 
United States. 

“In a letter dated March 4, 1919, the Chief Clerk of the 
U. S. Patent Office has stated that, ‘Congress has not passed 
any act authorizing the United States to operate under the 
provisions of Decree No. 1948, but there is pending in the 
Senate Bill 4889 intended to effect this result.’ 


Patent Commissioner's Ruling. 


“In a letter dated April 4, 1919, to the International 
Patent Law Association, the Hon. Commissioner of Patents has 
stated as follows: 
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Ratifications are missing | 


The U. S. Patent Office has no authority to reg- 
ister trademarks under the convention as yet. A reg- 
istration statute was passed by the Senate at the last 
Congress, and this bill was favorably reported by the 
House Committee on Patents, but by reason of rush 
of business was never reached for action. 
“Notwithstanding the fact that the regulations of the 

Union Office have not been approved as far as known by any 

of the signatory countries of the Union other than Cuba and 

United States, trademark applications for international regis- 

tration are being filed with the international office at Havana 

under these regulations. 
Congress Must Act. 

“As the United States is not at this time giving the bene- 
fits of Union registration to citizens of the other countries of 
the Union, it is believed that the filing of an application in 
the Havana office will not secure protection for American cor- 
porations and citizens in the other countries of the Union. 
Until said regulations have been unanimously approved, and 
our own Congress has passed a law giving effect to the recip- 
rocal benefits required by the convention, it does not conclu- 
sively appear that the registration secured through the Havana 
office can obtain for United States citizens and corporations 


the same measure of protection afforded by separate registra- 
under the local laws. 


“The Director of the Havana bureau, Dr. Mario Diaz Irizar, 
is at present in the United States working with Government 
Departments to assist in the passage of the necessary legisla- 
tion to give effect to the convention here. He has perused and 
approved this statement of the situation to date. 


“The International Patent Law Association advocates the 
enactment of a new trademarks law during the present session 
of Congress which will give full effect to the Pan-American 
Trademark Convention.

The manufacturer, jobber and retailer. This co-opera- 
tion is woefully lacking, and without the hearty co-operation 
of these three we must perish. 

To a great extent we are fighting manufacturers by con- 
tinually pushing private brands. When I was a private brand 
jobber I always felt like a fellow who is trying to rub his belly 
with one hand and pat his head with the other at the same 
time. 

Now, gentlemen, I firmly believe that the time is right 
here when you will have to declare yourself, 

Are you a manufacturer’s jobber, or are you a jobbing 
manufacturer? There can be no middle road. You cannot 
be both jobber and manufacturer. We believe the manufac- 
turers of this country are fair and want to market their prod- 
ucts through the jobber, providing the jobber will give them 
asquare deal. By reading the bulletins of the National Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association you will notice that the manufactur- 
ers are conceding to all fair requests made by the National 
Association.

The manufacturers of the United States have adopted the 
this strikes us as being wise. The jobber does not have time 
The manufacturers guarantee their 
orders to be genuine, and the jobbers get the business without 
much effort. I realize that many jobbers object to specialty 
men, but let me give you a pointer, they are here to stay, and 
you had better make up your mind to tolerate them and en- 
courage them. 


The private brand business is the daddy of the chain 
store, which is such a menace to our legitimate retailers. You 
seldom see a chain store offering for sale well-known adver- 
tised brands of merchandise, except occasionally for advertis- 
ing purposes. They push private brands, or bastard brands, 
that the public know nothing about. They generally sell the 
“just as good” kind. 


The jobbers’ private brands have done more to hurt the 
retailer than any other one thing. The retailer’s store is often 
filled with private brands unknown to the buying public. Jones 
sells him Jones Oats, Smith loads him up on Smith’s Oats and 
Brown gives him a dose of Brown’s Oats, and the result is 
he spends too much time trying to sell Mrs. Flaherty Smith’s 
Oats when she calls for some well-known brand. When in- 
voicing time comes around he has three cases of private brand 
oats filled with bugs—Orphan Oats with no daddy. Did you 
ever lose any money on well-known or advertised brands? No, 
you never did. They are always worth 100 cents on the dol- 
lar? They have a mother and a father—somebody with a 
reputation right behind them. I hope to see the day that 
we will have nothing in our house except advertised brands.

‘Packers Optimistic Over Market Outlook—Government Held 
Goods Would Fill in Gap Until New Goods Are Ready. 
Export Interest Increases—Early Indications 
of the Pack Favorable—Run on Puget 
: Sound Light—Fruit Canners 

Very Busy. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Seattle, June 20, 1919. 

Salmon—Local salmon packers and brokers are optimistic 
regarding the prospect for marketing the 1919 pack of canned 
salmon. Stocks are low and the fact that stocks of canned foods 
the country over are exhausted causes the salmon people to feel 
vhat the trade will be in a position and will buy salmon on a 
large scale just as soon as stocks become available. During 
the past two weeks inquiries have shown a decided increase. One 
factor that has dgne considerable to clear up the situation is 
the announcement that the Government will place its unused 
stocks. of canned,salmon in vhe hands of jobbers for distribution. 
As soon as the ails can be arranged this stock will commence 
moving, and is counted on to fill in between now and fall, when 
the new pack commences coming on the market. Reports have 
been received here to the effect that the British Government’s sur- 


plus svock was disposed of in almost no time, and that the sale 
had no effect on futures whatsoever. 


Exporters are showiitg more and more interest in the canned 
salmon situation. It looks now as though a good many firm 
orders for export will have been placed long before the product 
will be ready for shipment. The point is, the exports want to 


be absoluvely assured that they are going to have the fish. Price 
is a secondary matter. 


While it is too early to make any predictions as vo the 1919 
pack, news coming from the more important districts indicate 
that the early prospects are favorable. In the Copper River dis- 
trie’, Alaska, the early run has been equal to that of last year. 


The first salmon from this district reached Seattle this week. 
The shipment consisted of some 5,000 odd cases. 


The run of salmon on Puget Sound has been light, and the 
run of Quinaults on Grays Harbor was said to have been almost 
a failure. On the Columbia River the pack so far has been light, 
but as vhe Columbia River season extends over a long period, 
the canners invariably fill all the cans they aim to fill for the 
season, some getting up their pack before their neighbors. The 
Apex Fish Company, of Anacortes, Wash., has commenced its 


season’s run. The first day four tons of salmon were received 
at the cannery. 


The Chilkoot cannery of the Alaska Pacific Fisheries Com- 
pany, located at Chilkoov, Alaska, has been completely destroyed 
by fire, entailing a loss estimated by officers of the company of 


close to $350,000. The main cannery building with its machinery 
was reduced to a pile of smouldering ruins. 


The Alaska Pacific Fisheries Company was preparing for a 
big pack at its Chilkoot cannery this season, and had sent North 
an unusually large quantity of supplies. Fortunately some of ‘he 
supplies had not yet reached the cannery, else they would have 
undoubtedly been lost. The fire comes so late in the season that 


it will probably be impossible for the company to get machinery 
installed in time vo put up any fish at that point this season. 


W. H. Spaulding, a representative of the National Canners’ 
‘Association, has been in the Northwest visiting salmon canneries. 
Among other places visited was the canneries on the lower Co- 
lumbia River. He expressed surprise at the advanced methods 


employed in the salmon canneries. He was particularly impressed 
with the splendid sanitary conditions in the canneries. 

Mr. Spaulding came up the Coast to Puget Sound from South- 
ern California, where he has been visiting canneries. The Na- 


. tional Association is making a study of the salmon canneries, ob- 
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taining information which will be used to further the demand 
for canned salmon. 

A company has been formed to operate the old West Coast 
cannery av Blaine, Wash. A co-operative company has been or- 
ganized to lease this cannery. Those interested in the plant are 
Harry Chantrell, Jerry Merrill, H. S. Ellerbach, Dave Larson, 
George Black, Charles Demont, and Charles Hamley. They are 
all practical cannery men. Mr, Chantrell will be president and 


Mr. Ellerbach, secretary. The old West Coast cannery has been 
in the hands of a receiver for some time. 


Fruit—Canners all through the Northwest are paying 
higher prices for small fruits than they had expected vo pay. 
Growers are able to get from 7 to 9 cents for cherries. In fact, 
few cherries not under contract are available at 7 cents. As high 
as 10 cents has been bid for Bings and Lamberts. Cannerymen 
are busy everywhere that small fruits grow or ought to grow trying 
to induce farmers to put in crops for canning purposes. One con- 
cern is offering to make five-year contracts on the following basis: 
Marshall strawberries, 6 cents; Logan berries, 5 cents; black rasp- 
berries, 7 cents; gooseberries, 4 cents; black currants, 5 cents; 
quinces, 14% cents; red sour cherries, 4 cents. Cannerymen are 


talking strawberries in hundred acre patches, but this sounds 
pretty big to mos’ farmers. 


The Graves cannery, at Sheridan, Ore., bas opened its can- 
nery and is now putting up gooseberries, strawberries and rhubarb.

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PROFITS IN RASPBERRY GROWING IN SCOTLAND. 
(Consul H. Abert Johnson, Dundee, May 9, 1919.) 


Scottish raspberry growers are said to be realizing im- 
mense profits on their crops these days. The raspberry pro- 
duction of Scotland totals about 3,300 tons. Of this fully 
2,000 tons are raised in the Blairgowrie and ‘Alyth districts, 
and Auchterarder district contributes from 600 to 700 tons, 
leaving a balance of about 600 tons raised throughout other 
parts of the country. 

Syndicates, including preserving concerns south of the 
border, have purchased) practically the entire crop of the 
Blairgowrie and Alyth districts. About 1,000 tons have been 


sold for this season only, but of the remainder more than half 
has been sold for five years and the remainder for three years ~ 
ahead.

rate per ton ranged from 15 to 22 pounds sterling (from $73 
to $107). Where the five years’ crop has been disposed of the 
prevailing figure is 50 pounds sterling ($243) per ton; those 
who kave dealt on a three years’ basis are getting slightly more 
than this, and where this year’s crop alone has been sold the 
average is not below 60 pounds sterling ($292). In transac- 
tions involving smaller quantities and this season’s crop only 
as high as 68 pounds sterling ($330) per ton has been paid. 
To the ordinary householder all this is of great concern. 
It is obvious that any supplies of berries available this season 
for retail in the ordinary way will, in the absence of control, 
exceed the high rates prevailing last year. If no steps are 
taken to secure a portion of the fruit supplies for domestic 
preserving it may well be that, despite better facilities for ob- 


taining sugar, there will be little jam making by housewives 
this year.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS 


All the leading financiers, big business men and leaders of 
industrial enterprises in this country are unanimous in their opin- 
ion that business will continue good and to improve for some 
years to come, and if we may be permitted vo coincide with them, 
we would say that they are unquestionably right. That makes a 
bright enough outlook for any canner, and ought to give courage 
to go ahead at full speed. 


It is to be expected that vhere will be a reaction take place 
in Europe, but if so that will merely serve to improve America’s 
position. We here in America are inclined to look upon our lavish 
spending of money, steadily mounting prices and wonderful busi- 
ness of all kinds, as solely confined to and particular to America. 
But this is not the case. They had in all vhe warring countries, 


and in the others supplying the war materials, what we freely ; 


call “profiteers’—men who have made immense sums of money, 
and the workingmen there, as here, made more money than ever 
before in tNeir lives—and they are spending it. They did not 
receive the Same salary as our workingmen, but their previous 
wages doubled and vrebbled, and what they received enabled them 
to buy freely just as our country has been doing and is doing. If 
you wish concrete evidence of this note the prices being paid 


~ want no repetition of this in regard to canned foods. 


for canned fruits for export, prices which mean $1 per can to the 
consumer by the time the goods reach there, and the exporters 
would not pay these prices if the people were nov buying. 


Before this orgie of spending took possession of the world 
America could not induce the Europeans to eat canned foods, and 
now they are paying prices for the fruits which our country would 
never pay. It can hardly be expected to continue, particularly 
after peace is finally declared, and vhese people have to take up 
the burdens of heavily increased taxes to meet the war expenses. 
Cheap products from Europe are things of the past forever, we 
believe, because the workingman there must receive a wage which 
will permit him to live while he pays his heavy taxes due to the 
war. And he will insist upon living well, and that means that 
he will continue to demand canned foods, although we expect to 
see the demand change to the staples of canned foods, with less 
attention to luxurious fruits. There is a wonderful opportunity 
opening before us in vhis matter of export, and fortunately we 
are taking the proper steps along Sanitation and Inspection to 


-insure a permanency to this business. 


But there is a danger ahead, and very present, which should 
have immediate attention. Europe is taking to canned fruits with 


_ eagerness, like a child with a new toy; but she is examining them 


earefully, and she must not be fooled. It was the “wooden nnt- 
meg” that killed the Yankee in South American trade, and we 


It has 
come to our attention vhat exporters are gathering canned fruits 
from all sections and of all kinds, stripping the iabels from them 
and substituting: what they call an export label. The goods are 
being bought in Europe at tremendously high prices, and anyone 
familiar with canned foods can-readily see that such procedure 


is likely vo play havoc with canned foods in those countries for 
many years to come. Such methods mean that the sellers are 
merely grabbing at the big profits in sight, and eare nothing 
whether the goose that lays the golden °ggs is killed or not. But 
the industry should care;and take sieps to protect itself. What is 
the Government doing that it permits such indiscriminate handling 
of canned foods for export? Not all the fruit that is packed in 
this country is fit for export; much of iv is pie-stock or such 
as is only fit for the table after re-cooking with sugar, but we 
doubt if these export labels show anything of that kind. We hope 
our fears, that much of the fruit that is being exported in this 


style is such as will hurt canned foods badly, are groundless; 
but if they are it is little short of a miracle. The indusvry should 
assure itself that its future is not being wrecked by the selling 
of goods which ought never be exported, and should look to this 
at once. 


The Government-held canned vegetables are vo be sold on the 
market, and that boogy finally removed for all time. The Director 
of Sales, Surplus Property Division, wrote President Gerber, of 
the National Canners’ Association, under date of June 18th, as 
follows : 


“As you were advised this morning at a conference in 
the Secretary of War’s Office, we will proceed to markev’ 
as quickly as proper publicity can be secured the surplus 
canned corn, peas and tomatoes held by the War Depart- 
ment. 


“We will use every effort to keep these goods out of 

._the hands of the speculators, and will endeavor to sell 

them in such manner as will insure their being used for 
consumpvion. 


“We will accept no bids which do not represent a fair 
value of the goods at the present time, and will use every 
endeavor to secure the best possible prices in order that

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we may return to the Treasury the greatest possible 
amount of money. 

“You will appreciave that conditions have changed 
since you were advised regarding canned vegetables by 
General Wood in his letter of December 6th, and by Col. 
Davis in his letter of March 17th. The Army has been 
demobolized more rapidly than was intended at that 
time, and it has been found that there is a surplus of 
eanned vegetables, and this surplus we will proceed to 
sell in such quaniities as the bids will indicate there is 
a demand for. We will sell no canned foods at ridicu- 
lously low prices, which might enable speculators to buy 
and hold for a higher market.” 


So that ends the long-drawn-out fear which has hampered 
and hurt vhe entire market ever since the Armistice was signed, 
and it but remains to be seen how the industry will take care 
of this situation, as it can do very readily, if it does not lose 
its head. 


. 


The salmon interests welcomed the release of the surplus 
goods, as they helped fill in the season of waiting between this 
vime and the receipt of new packed goods. There is no such sur- 
plus of canned corn, peas or tomatoes in the hands of canners 
that they cannot do the same thing. There is no need of the 
market being ‘smashed to smithereens” through the unloading of 
the Government’s surplus, and it will not be if the presenv holders 
of surplus canned vegetables will simply withdraw from the mar- 
ket for a short while, until the Government has unloaded. 

Let the Government have the market on spots for a while, 
and the situation will clear itself up, and, in fact, be a great 
improvement upon past conditions, since the boogy will have been 
removed. The Government will be back in the market next fall 
for more canned vegetables, and then the canners will receive 
their reward for holding off now. 


GROWING MARKET FOR TIN PLATE IN ARGENTINA. 
(Consul Wilbert L. Bonney, Rosario.) 


The Rosario district imports a large quantity of tin plate 
directly, in addition to that which it buys through Buenos 
Aires. While the large meat-canning plants are not located 
within this district, nevertheless there is a great demand for 
containers of all kinds. It is the custom to import olive oil 
and other edible oils in bulk and to distribute them throughout 
the district in convenient tins. The same method is adopted 
for lubricating oils, which are sometimes mixed and sold as a 
local brand. There is also a demand for tin plate for contain- 
ers for vegetables and fruits, boxes for chocolates, and cans 
for native alcohol, in addition to the ordinary demand for 
making tinware. In all these directions the market will grow 
and can not be supplied by native production. Canning fac- 
tories are in the line of logical development of the country. 
Alcohol production will undoubtedly increase. With the large 
Italian and Spanish element in the population, the demand for 
olive oi] in table form is continuous and urgent. 


When war conditions restricted deliveries of many articles 
to the Rosario district probably no shortage was so keenly 
felt as that of tin plate, and the business of the wholesale 
grocers was seriously threatened. Distances in Argentina are 
relatively great, much of the country is undeveloped, and the 
problem of supplying preserved foods and oils to small centers 
and camps rests entirely upon the supply of imported tin plate. 
The ordering is done by the wholesale grocers, either directly 
or through brokers, in lots up to 3,000 cases, the total im- 
ports for the Rosario district being estimated at 100,000 cases 
per annum.

- Baltimore, Md., June 21, 1919. 

The Government has decided, finally, to sell in the open 
market, in the local zones where the goods are stored, all of 
their holdings of canned foods which have been declared sur- 
plus. The goods are offered ‘‘as is’’ where they are stored, on 
the cash and carry plan, with no guarantees of any sort. Pros- 
pective bidders may examine the lots on which they desire to 
bid, upon application to the proper storage officer. Quantities, 
brands, names of packers, and other information, with forms 
of bid to be signed and filed within the time limit for making 
same, will be furnished to applicants. In the Baltimore zone 
the bids will be opened on June 28th, and we assume that date 
applies to the other zones, but exact information should be 
asked for by interested parties. The time limit seems to be 
rather short for quantity buyers to figure out the proposition 
satisfactorily, or to produce the best results for the Govern- 
ment, but the general market conditions are thought to be 
favorable, all things considered, to unload the goods at fair 
prices and place them in line for consumption in the domestic 
field rather than take further chances on conditions that might 
prevail later on at home or abroad. Peas, corn, baked beans 
and tomatoes are the largest items in the list of goods offered 
for sale, in strapped cases and Government stenciling on sides 
and ends, but it is still possible that the tomatoes may be with- 
drawn, and not offered until the coming canning season for that 
article is over, if strong effort in that direction, now under con- 
sideration, are successful. The Government officials appear to 
be rather confident that the strength of the mazket at this time, 
coupled with the improved outlook for the business, justifies 
their expectations of receiving enough bids, large and small, 
to absorb their surplused goods at prices close to the open 
market quotations at this date. It is reasonably sure that they 
will not sacrifice the goods to the injury or demoralization of 
the trade. Speculators are warned off. The sentimental effect 
may cause hesitation amongst the jobbing trade, and probably 
will do so, but this is a big country of big spenders, and re- 
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all of us forget it within a short time. 


covery from the effects of the sale may be swift enough to make 
The output of canned 
tomatoes this year may not exceed 12,000,000 cases, and may 
be much less, to which gdd about 2,000,000 cases of sur- 
plused tomatoes the Government may sell, and the total would 
be 1,000,000 or possibly 2,000,000 cases less than the annual 
consumption. There is really nothing in the situation to be- 
come alarmed about; on the contrary, the dispersal of the 


Government’s holdings of canned vegetables will remove a se- 
rious menace to the market, which has been a bug-a-boo to 
every one since the armistice was signed, and may clear the 
way toward a strong market afterward. We are in position 
to file your bid in proper form for any quantity of any articles 
wanted, from one carload upward, in any zone you name. If 
you desire us to act for you wire us your instructions. The 
bids must be filed on the Government’s form or will not be con- 


sidered. Quick action is necessary. The Government has no 
canned fruits for sale now or later on; everything withdrawn 
for Army and Navy use. The fruit crops everywhere are short, 
and very costly for canning purposes, which makes it look 
safe to buy them, and the jobbers are doing it freely. 

Business was fairly active this week for spot and futures 
tomatoes, and a shade easier. Corn was active for spot goods 
in carlots for prompt shipment, but dull_as to futures. String 
beans are now arriving, and stringless beans will be due next 
week. It is likely that they will cost to pack higher than the 
present market prices of last year’s pack. Sweet potatoes are 
strong, with upward tendency. The other lines of canned 
vegetables are dull and unchanged, though inclined to be 
easier, except peas. 

The pea crop in this section is short, raw stock is high, 
and they are costing like sixty to pack. Trading in them was 
quite active in this market during the week. Our canners will 
not be able to obtain much surplus stock above their sales this 
season. 

Baltimore cannerg are now working on strawberries, pine- 
apples, white cherries, gooseberries, blackberries, etc., ali of 
which are short crop, and the raw stock is scarce and high. 
The trend of the market prices is upward and the outlook is 
encouraging. ~
